The Citizens of Guildhall, Vermont, who are legal 
voters in the Annual Town and Town School District 
Meeting, are hereby warned to meet at “The Guild- 
Hall” in said town, on Tuesday the 6th day of March 
A. D. 1945 at 10:00 in the forenoon to transact the 
following business, VIZ:— . 
1. To elect a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To elect a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 
3. To hear and dispose of the reports of various 
Town Officers. 
4. To elect all Town Officers as provided by law. 
TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 

1A. To elect one School Director for the term. 
of 3 years. 

2A. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for School support for the ensuing year. 

3A. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said Town School District meet- 
ing. 

5. (General Tax Article) 

A. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise to pay current expenses and appropria- 
tions, VIZ:—General Fund—Town Roads—Winter 
Roads—Poor—State Highway System—Interest— 
Public Library—Street Lights in village, ete. 

B. To see if the Town will vote to collect its 
1945 Taxes, up to and including October 15th, 1945 
by the Town Treasurer and allow a 4% discount on 
such paid taxes. 

C. To see if the town will vote to charge a legal 
rate of interest on unpaid 1945 taxes. 

6. To see if the Selectmen will be authorized by 
vote of the town to incur debts for temporary loans 
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in anticipation of taxes for the ensuing year and to 
pay such debts out of the money when same is re- 
ceived. 


7. To see if the town will raise the sum of $25.00 
per mile or $443.00 to take advantage of the extra 
$25.00 per mile granted to the town by the State 
under Act. No. 101 of the Acts of 1987. 

8 Will the town vote to raise money relative to 
making necessary repairs on the Guildhall Public 
Library? 

9. (By Ballot) 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous 
beverages be granted in this town? 
Shall spiritous liquors be sold in this town ? 
10. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.

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QUALIFICATIONS OF 1945 TOWN MEETING 
VOTERS 


SEC. 3422 P. L. (as so amended by No. 47 of the 
Act of 1941) is as follows: 

“SEC. 3422 VOTERS. A male or female citizen, 
twenty-one years of age, :who has taken the free- 
man’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken 
in a town at the annual assessment preceding a 
town meeting and whose poll, old age assistance 
and flood taxes due such town, were paid prior to 
February Ist. preceding such town meeting, or who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years subse- 
quent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the town since April Ist, last preceding or who is 
exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; 
but such male citizen or female citizen, if a resident 
of an incorporated village within such town, shall 
not vote in town meeting for the town Road Com- 
missioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the last 
highway tax of such incorporated village has been 
paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village. A person qualified to vote in town meet- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be 
qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.”

Report of School Superintendent 


Mrs. Estella Sullivan of Maidstone has been sup- 
plying the Village School and Miss Elizabeth Gor- 
man of Lemington the Central School. Mrs. Ethel 
Hayes of St. Johnsbury Center is the present Music 
Supervisor and visits the schools each week. 

Figures compiled for the State Report on the past 
year show that 29 pupils were examined for de- 
fects of eyes and ears and only 2 were found to have 
trouble with their eyes. 


We hope to have another complete physical ex- 
amination of the pupils this year and recommend 
that parents do all in their power to have the de- 
fects corrected. In extreme cases the town will 
extend aid. 

Mental ability depends upon physical well-being 
and it is important that pupils have a warm nouvr- 
ishing lunch at noon as well as in the morning and 
evening. The Farm Bureau office has bulletins on 
nutrition available for all families, which mothers 
should digest carefully to assure themselves that 
they are providing the growing children with the 
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necessary vitamins. 

The statistics further show that out of the 29 
pupils, 24 were promoted a grade; 3 promoted on 
condition; 1 not promoted; and one transferred to 
another school. 

The average cost per pupil in Average Daily 
Attendance was $129.73. The number of pupils 
transported was ten, at an average cost of $49 per 
year, or $1.40 per pupil per week. 

Last year the Central School was improved and 
made warmer by putting panel celotex on the walls 
and ceiling. As soon as a painter is available the 
interior will be painted. 


The Village School will receive the same treat- 
ment as soon as possible. 


We are still receiving State Aid on the Chess- 
man School and will get it for the next two years 
if the legislature so votes. This aid is given to help 
with the transportation, tuition, etc., where a school 
is closed because of the teacher shortage. 

Our state aid was increased from $16.50 to $20.00 
per equated pupil at the special session of the leg- 
islature. This had to be used to increase teachers’ 
salaries. | 

Last August the town received $1,536.63 state aid, 
based on the July report to the state. This amount 
is to be used during the present school year. It 
was figured by the following method: 

Every school, whether we had one or 29 pupils, 
is figured as 29 pupils. In other words, we receive 
as much state aid for one school as for another, so 
long as they have under 29 pupils in each. High 
school pupils are multiplied by 1.7 to find the num- 
ber of equated pupils. | 
Chessman School Equivalent to 29 pupils 
Village School 29 
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Central School 829 
Elementary tuition paid to Lunenburg 4 
High school tuition, 8 pupils times 1.7 13.6 
Total equated pupils in A. D. A. 104.6 

This figure is multiplied by $20.00, giving 
$2,092.00. From this is deducted 17 cents on the 
Grand List of every town, or $555.37 on our Grand 
List of $3,266.87. The balance, $1,536.63, is sent to 
our town treasurer as state aid for town schools, to 
be used during the following year.

To the People of Vermont: 


During 1944 the War Finance Committee for Vermont 
conducted the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth War Loan Campaigns, 
all eminently successful ;—successful not alone in the amount 
of money raised but successful in that it enabled more than 
one hundred thousand Vermonters to save and at the same 
time furnish their government with funds to conduct the war. 


In these three campaigns Vermonters purchased $112,- 
600,000 worth of Bonds of all kinds; $20,450,000 in Series E 
Bonds and $8,626,000 in Series F and G Bonds, and the re- 
mainder in the so-called Treasury issues. 


To sell this large amount of Bonds required a good or- 
ganization and a cooperative response on the part of the 
people. We had both. 


Vermont's sales army in each of the three campaigns con- 
sisted of about four thousand men and women. People who 
gave of their time and effort to make these campaigns a 
success:—to them, as well as to the people of Vermont, I 
am very grateful. 


As we assemble in town meeting this year with the real- 
ization that the management of our political and civic affairs 
is in our own hands, let us turn our thoughts to those who 
are fighting to preserve these rights and liberties. Let us 
resolve that there may be no lessening in our efforts to back 
them to the limit that the war may be shortened and that 
their return to their homes may be hastened.

SEC. 3422 P. L. (as so amended by No. 47 of the 
Act of 1941) is as follows: 

“ONC, 3422 VOTERS. A male or female citizen, 
twenty-one years of age, who has taken the free- 
man’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken 
in a town at the annual assessment preceding a 
town meeting and whose poll, old age assistance 
and flood taxes due such town, were paid prior to 
February 1st. preceding such town meeting, or who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years subse- 
quent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the {own since April 1st, last preceding or who is 
exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting ; 
but such male citizen or female citizen, if a resident 
of an incorporated village within such town, shall 
not vote in town meeting for the town Road Com- 
missioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the last 
highway tax of such incorporated village has been 
paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village. A person qualified to vote in town mect- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be 
qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.”

We are still receiving state aid on the closed 
Chessinan school, by vote of the last legislature. This 
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vives the town an extra $725 to defray expenses of 
transportation, tuition, supervision and teacher sal- 
aries. 

Five Lamotte children, who would normally at- 
tend the Chessman school, are tuition pupils at the 
Pierce school in Lunenburg. | 

It so happens that we also have five tuition 
pupils attending our Village school from the town 
of Maidstone. There are two from the Marden 
family and three from the Sullivan family. 

All three teachers returned this year, with Mrs. 
Sullivan at the Village, Miss Gorman at the Central 
and Mrs. Hayes as Music Supervisor. At this writ- 
ing, however, we are having to get along with sub- 
stitutes as Mrs. Sullivan is recovering from an opel 
ation and Miss Gorman left during the Christmas 
vacation. 

We still have a teacher shortage throughout the 
state and nation and it looks as if there would be foi 
years to come. Only a very few students are el- 
tering the Normal schools, and if it’ wasn’t for the 
War-time Emergency Certificate, very few of our 
one teacher buildings would be open. 

The advanced tuition problem is about to face 


us. It is costing each town that has a high school 
about $120 per student pear year. Many of the 


schools are asking more than the $75, so unless the 
town so votes, the parents have to make up the dit- 
ference. The increase in state aid would seem to 
justify the town voting to pay the increase in the tui- 
tion.

VOTERS 


SEC. 3422 P. L. (as so amended by No. 47 of the 
Act of 1941) is as follows: 

“SEC. 38422 VOTERS. A male or female citizen, 
twenty-one years of age, who has taken the free- 
man’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken 
in a town at the annual assessment preceding a 
town meeting and whose poll, old age assistance 
and flood taxes due such town, were paid prior to 
February Ist. preceding such town meeting, or who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years subse- 
quent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the town since April Ist, last preceding or who is 
exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; 
but such male citizen or female citizen, if a resident 
of an incorporated village within such town, shall 
not vote in town meeting for the town Road Com- 
missioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the last 
highway tax of such incorporated village has been 
paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village.

Comments by Superintendent and School Directors 

Mrs. Natalie Wheeler is teaching at the Village 
School. Mrs. Estella Sullivan of Maidstone who 
formerly taught at the Village is teaching at Cen- 
tral. Mrs. Ethel Hayes of St. Johnsbury Center has 
returned for another year as Music Supervisor in 
the two schools. 

All school children were examined by Dr. Bron- 
son and Nurse Eleanor Carr in September. The 
doctor examined eyes, nose, throat, lungs and heart, 
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and weights and heights were recorded. Tests of 
hearing were made by. the teachers. Results were 
entered on cards which are on file at the school 
houses, and reports were made to parents. 

The Central School has been greatly improved 
by sanding and sealing the floor and painting the 
interior of the room. The Village School has been 
painted inside and will have the floor sanded and 
sealed as soon as possible. The roof has been cov- 
ered with non-combustible shingles. Water is still 
a problem at both schools. When running water is 
available, flush toilets of the anti-freeze type may be 
installed. Both yards would be improved if they 
were leveled with a bull-dozer. 

Eight new complete swing sets replaced the 
worn swings at each school, teeter boards were 
checked, repaired and painted. The slide from the 
Chessman School was set up at the Village and 
painted. 

For the school year ending June, 1946, 31 pupils 
were enrolled. Average cost per A. D. A. was 
$159.88. 

Visual education was recognized as an ald to 
learning in the army. If there were a projector in 
town, the schools could borrow motion-picture films 
from Film Libraries. A projector might be financed 
as a joint project for all the town organizations, or 
_it might be purchased as a War Memorial.
